for night flying® The barracks were occupied by about 25p air 
force personnel® borne temporary buildings no re occupied by an 
air force headquarters * (2) A very large number of officers 
pmkinr from captain upward were at the field and in the tovm 0 
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2 0 The Jaren (N 35) branch office of tho Bauimion ^ord Finn, 
had constructed a concrete east-west runway, 2,000 motors long 
and 60 meters wide® This rummy which was being extended toward 
the east by 250 meters was scheduled to be completed by 1 October 
1950® (3) Llost of the 600 laborers previously employed for con-^ 
struction work at tho field had already left® For the construction 
of the runway and the taxiways the earth had been excavated to a 
depth of 80 cm and U0 cm, respectively* The excavations were
